Mrs. Parlby, (Minister without port- 
folio in the Abtberta Government, and 
lives at Alix, Alberta. Tor two years 
‘Miss Marryat was a student at Olds 
Agricultural School, and previously 
had taken a short course at Guelph. 
She has just completed a three year 
course at Alberta University. 


” Attracting “Tourists and Settlers 


Alberta will ‘be officially represen- 
ted during the next two weeks, on 
the tour that is being made of the. 
larger centres on the international, 
highway through the Western States, 
by Colin C. Groff, Provincia] Publicity 
Commissioner. This tour ffor the 
purpose of bringing attention to the 
Alberta loop of mational highway, 
with the object of attracting to the 
Province -a large proportion of the 
immense tourist traffic that passes 
over the great highway. This high- 
way has for its southern bases the 
grand canyon and Los Angeles, with 
Edmonton and Calgary and Banff as 
its northern bases. “The opening of 
the new Banff-Windermere road this 
summer makes it possible for tourists 
to make the complete 4,000 mile 
circle by auto. During the trip a 
great deal of publicity material on 
the province in general will be dis- 
tributed, since the states to be visit- 
ed are also fertile fields for good set- 
tlers, particularly for the irrigated 
sections. 


Mental Hospital Open Next Fall 


The opening of the Mental Hospital 
at Oliver, now nearing conipletion, 
will ‘be postponed until next fall, asa 
measure of economy. it is planned 
to remove the mental patients at Red 
Deer hospital to the new wing now 
completed at Ponoka, where they will 
be cared for until the Oliver Home is 
opened. This arrangement will 
effect a considerable economy. The 
Red Deer Home is to be used for 
mental defectives. 


Occupational Work for Patients 


Unusual success has attended the 
introduction of occupational work for 
the patients at.the mental hospital at 
Ponoka, which has been under way 
since the first of this year. This work 
is in charge of Miss Dingman, of 
Calgary, for three years im charge of 
similar work for the Soldiers’ Civil 
Re-establishment Board. Miss Ding- 
man ndw has a large class each day 
among the patients at Ponoka, in all? 
varieties of basketry and wicker 
work, and the work turned out by the 
patients isa marvel of perfection, and 
a striking example of what can be 
done in this way by patients confined 
in such an institution. 

The object of the work, primarily, of 

course, is to benefit the patients men- 
tally by giving them something upon 
which to concentrate. The work has 
proved very ibenefidial to the  pa- 
tients. “ The products are sold at 
reasonable prices, and thus a fund is. 
created to purchase ‘comforts for the 
patients themselves, The work is 
not on a commercial ‘basis, since the 
patients are transferred often to 
other work when they become pro- 
ficient in the wicker. work. The pro- 
ducts include baskets of all kinds and 
patterns, wicker cradles, tea trays 
and many other articles of similar 
class. 

Miss Dingman, who {s in charge of 
the class, states.that among the pa- 
tients she finds many very apt pupils. 
The work turned out, evident on the 
face of it, is of the very highest class.

Visited Hebrideans 


Hon. George Hoadley, Minister-- of 
Agriculture, .paid an official visit to 
the colony of settlers from the Heb- 
rides, who arrived at Red Deer last 
week. Mr. Hoadley extended the 
newcomers a welcome on- behalf of 
the Provincial Government, and plac- 
ed at their disposal the advice of the 
experts of his department in assisting 
them to adapt themselves to farming 
in the new land. There are between 
40 and 50 families in the colony. Mr. 
Hoadley, in conversation with the 
leaders, emphasizéd his opinion that 
an endeavor should be made to obtain 
a block of homestead land sufficient 
to establish the entire colony, 80 
that none of the money from their 
slender resources should have to be 
paid out as purchase price for land, 
but rather using it in the purchase of 
stock and equipment, which was now 
reasonably priced in the province. 
Mr. Hoadley also Gwelt upon another 
feature of the situation with respect 
to the colony, and that was the de- 
velopment of the manufacture of. 
homespun, or Harris’ tweed, for 
which the Hebride islanders are so 
famous. The colonists possessed in 
this one thing alone, a means of pro- 
viding themselves with cash which 
would aid them in getting established. 
Mr. Hoadley dwelt on the possibili- 
ties of such an industry, and was 
told by Father Macmillan, one of the 
leaders, that practically every woman 
in the colony, young and old, could 
weave'the cloth. Two or three looms 
and several spinning “wheels have 
been brought out Dy the colonists,

Horrible Calamity In. Crowded School 


in United States. 


Cleveland, S.C., May 18,—Seventy- 
four bodies were recovered from the 
ruins of a school house here early to- 
day, following a fire: which swept.the 
structure during an _ entertainment 
last night. Search of the ruins ‘is 
continuing. 

In addition to those burned. and 
trampled to death in the .panic fol- 
lowing the. explosion of a. ‘kerosene 


| lamp, dozens were in hospitals today 


suffering from broken. legs and arms. 
Two persons who leaped from second 
storey ‘windows Buffered broken 
backs. ; 

Police Search Ruins 

The chief of police at Camden, near 
here, took charge of the rescue work. 
Sergeant 8S. T. Silton, of the Camden 
police force, stated at 8.15 this morn- 
ing that seventy-four bodies had’ been 
counted. (Most of them were so badly 
burned as to ‘be unrecognizable, Silton 
said, 

Between 400 and 800 persons were 
packed into the hall on the second 
floor of the country school house for 
the entertainment. ‘Most of these 
were country folk, who had driven in 
in their autos and horse-drawn 
vehicles to see their dhildren take 
part in the’entertainment. Only a 
few people from Camden and nearby 
towns attended. 

It was shortly after 9 p.m. when the 
lamp fell, as the hook to which it was 
attached pulled out. 

The incoherent stories told today 
by shocked survivors were accounts 
of indescribable psnic. - People near- 
est the windows sniashed them and 
leaped to the ground below, while the 
uain body of the audience poured in 
a maddened rush for the one exit—a 
stairway ending in a narrow hall and 
entry way, not more than eight feet 
square. 

Trapped in Passage-Waf 

The door at the foot of the stairs 
was jammed in a moment, and while 
the flames licked over the packed 
victims, hundreds pressed upon them 
from the stairway. 

It was an old building, which fell 
a ready prey to the flames. Within 
less than fifteen minutes it was an 
inferno. The screams of men, wo- 
men and thildren, imprisoned and 
being slowly roasted to death, turned 
‘the evening to which many had! look- 
ed forward with joy, into a nightmare 
of horror. 

Children Trampled Upon 

Scores of children were trampled, 
.some of them killed outright i nthe 
‘jam and rush. Others were burned, 
their young bodies so scorched by 
the flames that their parents, search- 
ing frantically among the hheaps of 
charred remains, could not identify 
them. 

The whole country-side turned out 
when the glare told of the disaster. 
Ajd was rushed from Camden, a few 
miles distant, but there was nothing 
to be done except aid those who suffer- 
ed injuries when they leaped from the 
windows. 

First Ald for Victims 

Homes nearby were turned into 
hospitals and morgues. Doctors from 
Camden attended to those least seri- 
ously injured, while the more serious 
cases were hurried to Camden hospi- 
tals. 

Within two houré after the fire 
broke out, the school house was noth- 
ing ‘but a smoking mass of red-hot 
cinders. 


THE FIRE RANGER 


It ig well recognized among those in 
charge of the work of protecting the 
forests that one of the greatest aids 
in attaining ‘that object is the work 
of the fire rangers in enlisting the 
sympathy of the travellers, campers, 
and other temporary residents of the 
areas to be protected and securing 
their friendly co-operation, especially 
in the way of attending to their own 
camp-fires, etc. This idea {s empha- 
sized by the dhief fire ranger in 
charge of one of the vast fire-ranging 
districts of the north. He writes: 
“Tt has been gratifying this fall to re- 
ceive letters from tourists, prospect- 
ors, trappers and traders,thanking the 
rangers for courtesies extended: to 
them, also complimenting us on our 
work. The rangens have certainly 
been of great service im many ways 
to the public. The information they 
give is always reliable.” 

“T hold, without hesitation, that the 
potential forest wealth in this coun- 
try should be developed in the light 
of patriotic commercialism and ad- 
ministered as a trust for the future 
needs of the country, and that not a 
single stick of timber should ‘be cut 
that will create detrimental conditions 
for those who come after us. Some 
time or other, we shall be face to 
face with the problem of whether or 
not commerce shall ‘be allowed to rob 
our forests’ irrespective of future de- 
mands. It will come to us just as it 
has come to China in the past, so 
that actuated by these conclusions we 
ought not to waste a single tree from 
the forests we now have, and we 
ought to replant and reproduce with- 
out stint so as to leave this funda- 
mental resource in undiminished 
plentitude for the people of a_ still 
greater Canada. The sooner we face 
the bald question, the easier it will 
be for us to decide. To what extent 
are we going to permit the orest re- 
sources of the country to be ‘commer- 
cially exploited and exported for the 
purposes of selfish gain?”

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NEW GOPHER TRAP 


Herbert Miller, of Wetaskiwin, has 
designed and patented a trap for 
gophers. 


The trap is made with a galvanized 
iron body, circular in shape, about 
fourteen inches in diameter, and 
about four inches high (it resemb!es 
a large pam inverted) with six round 
holes in the sides. At each of these 
openings a spring is attached which 
works individually. The spring is 
similar to that used on a mouse 
trap and catches the gopher in such 
a manner that it is killed quickly. 
The trap is placed over the gohper 
hole and the rodent is caught either 
leaving or going into the hole. In 
all the experiments which have been 
made the invention has shown very 
satisfactory results. No bait is re- 
quired.— Wetaskiwin Times.

Tomorrow is Empire Day, and all 
over the world the thoughts of British 
citizens will in some manner or othe: 
turn towards that organization of 
which they are part. Since the war, 
and because of the war and the great 
united effort which it made necessary, 
the idea of the strength and greatness 
of the Empire has been perhaps the 
most prominent one before us. It 
has been dwelt on ia countless speech- 
es and writings. ‘There are other as- 
pects however, which cannot be lost 
sight of, and which are in fact caus- 
ing much anxious thought to those 
who study the Pmpire with real care. 
In Canada, as in Australia and New 


Zealand, we are apt to think of the 
Empire only as it affects ourselves. 
We are inclined to consider that the 
main problem is that of reconciling 
our Canadian national independence 
with our partnership with the other 
portions, of the Empire, and of co-or- 
dinating* the developments and ac- 
tivities of all the sections of the 
Hmpire for mutual benefit and sup- 
port. We are apt to forget that there 
are vast sections of the Empire where 
the white race is wholly in a minority 
2s compared with the native races, 
and where the main problem is not 
the harmonising of the Empire’s vari- 
ous activities, but whether the Em- 
pire shall continue to exist at all, and 
if so, under what conditions. 

The Empire was ‘built on conquest. 
Every section of it, Canada included, 
has been won by the sword, and held 
by the sword. Canadians who talk 
glibl? of the wickedness of imp2riai 

aggression are either crassly ignom 
ant of this fact, or choose deliberate- 
ly to ignore it. Yet the sword alone 
could ‘not have held the Bmpire, had 
it not been in the hands of those who 
knew also the meaning and value of 
mercy, justice and uprightness in the 
conduct of the Empire. There are 
/British people now who question the 
justification of the Empire’s existence, 
who say that we British have no 
right to rule over vast millions of 
Asiatics and Africans, that we should 
withdraw our troops and our officials, 
and leave these races to governthem- 
selves as they see fit. Almost without 
exception those who speak thus do so 
in ignorance of the past history of the 
countries forming the Empire. India, 
till Britain brought it under her sway, 
was a chaos of warring nations and 
religions, a land where famine and 
pestilence raged unchecked and _ al- 
most unregarded amongst the crowd- 
ed and poverty-haunted people, where 
justice was almost unknown, where 
hideous cruelties were a matter of 
everyday custom hardly evoking even 
interest. Africa was a land of dark 
horror and unrelieved savagery. The 
slave trade lay like a black shadow 
over the greater .part of it. The peo- 
pie had neither peace among ne gi- 
bouring races nor security among 
individuals. The slave trade is gone 
from all the lands where the British 
flag flies. Peace, justice, compara- 
tive prosperity they have received 
from the BPmpire, and for them all 
they are apparently wholly ungrate- 
ful. The war has sent a wave of un- 
rest among the nattve peoples of 
Asia and Africa. Agitators have 
been at work among them. The en- 
couragement, foolish where it was 
not criminally wicked, of white men 
has given strength to the agitation. 
The foolish ill-considered phrase of 
ex-President -Wilson, ‘“selfdetermin- 
ation,” has done unmeasured harm 
among ‘races who could not gauge 
aright any meaning which it might 
ever have had. Those who know the 
facts, know also that a_ welter of 
bloodshed, tragedy and misery for 
millions of ignorant and helpless peo- 
ple would follow on the withdrawal 
of the Empire’s control. It is as if 
the schoolchildren of our own country 
were to demand uncontrolled freedom 
to direct their own actions and man- 
age their own affairs. Such a de- 
mand seems on the face of it utterly 
absurd... Yet there are strong ele- 
ments pressing for the concession of 
the demand. If the imperial instinct 
of the British race wanes and dies 
before it has had time to educate tke 
subject peoples to the point of nation- 
al maturity; if the responsibility for 
ithese peoples is rejected and the 
supremacy which must go with such 
responsibility is not unflinchingly 
maintained; then it is at least possible 
that the forward progress of the hu- 
man race will receive a heavy set- 
back. In our own day we have seen 
& great empire, Russia, swiftly fall 
back into barbarism, destroying the 
bulk of the knowledge and apparatus 
of civilization within its borders. The 
fall of the’Roman Empire blotted out 
in Europe for hundreds of years

It is not the external foe our 
Empire ‘has to fear, but complacent 
ignorance and material selfishness 
within ourselves. When we celebrate 
Ismpire Day, we shall do well to re- 
member that our duty to the Empire 
consists in much else besides an ag® 
miring contemplation ‘of our achieve- 
ments in the past. There is need also 
of serious consideration for the 
future. 


The U.S. Administration’s new rail- 
road policy will be based upon con- 
solidation of the roads into a few 
great systems.

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THE BOY SCOUT MOVEMENT 
AND EDUCATION 


When the veteran Minister of Fi- 
nance, Hon. W. S. Fielding, said in 
-his seventeenth budget speech in the 
House of Commons recently, “that the 
tariff, as it will be when the charges 
proposed today come into effect, will 
be a moderate tariff, and probably as 
low as the country can afford to have 
under present conditions,” he caused 
Robert Forke, leader of t Progress- 
ives, to say, “the tariff charges will be 
of little benefit to western farmers, 
and was very disappointing,” which 
all goes to show that the old state of 
affairs exists, namely, t.at Liberals 
in power are high protectionists and 
in opposition free traders. 


In our issue of last week we report: 
ed the address on the Boy Scout move- 
ment given to the Rotary Club by Mr. 
Crosby, the local commissioner for 
the Boy Scouts. We think that hard- 
ly enough Interest is taken by the 
citizens of Red Deer as a whole in 
this work. It is left to a few men 
and women amongst us to do every- 
thing, and the attitude of the far too 
many among us jis that of a _ half- 
contemptuous indifference. Yet the 
movement is a wholly good one and 
vitally important. It {s a common- 


place fact that the education of a 
nation’s boys and girls is one of the 
foremost, if not the foremost, things 
in the life of that nation. We pride 
ourselves in Canada on the efficiency 
and popularity of our system of edu- 
cation. It is a matter for grave doubt 
whether we should not be exceedingly 
anxious about that system rather 
than proud of it. Education is not 
merely the acquisition of knowledge. 
It is the training and development of 
the boy or girl, mentally, physically 
and morally. It was till recently, and 
still is to a large extent, a reproach 
levelled at the English public schools 
(So-called) that they neglected the 
imparting of useful and practical 
knowledge and gave all their atten- 
tion to the developments of character 
and the sense of discipline and re- 
sponsibility with the result that the 
average young Englishman was admir- 
ably adapted to taking his place as 
one of the ruling race in certain parts 
of the Empire, but was utterly incom- 
petent to make his own living in 
other parts. It is difficult not to be- 
lieve that in Canada the pendulum 
has swung to the other extreme and 
that the imparting of knowledge on 
too wide a range of subjects and in 
too superficial a fashion, has become 
almost the end and aim of education 
to the neglect of the formation of 
character and the sense of discipline. 
The constant -complaints that are 
heard of the unruliness and insolence 
of school children reflect this neglect. 
There is nothing in the least clever or 
amusing about a small boy &f ten or 
twelve, who has acquired a rich com- 
mand of abusive language for use on 
his elders whenever he differs from 
them. There is nothing admirable 
about a girl of the same age wh 

the sophisticated self-assurance of a 
matron of forty. Yet when teachers 
attempt to enforce discipline, they are 
always liable to encounter serious op- 
position and criticism from parents 
who should know better but apparent- 
ly do not. Even the mild and harm- 
less cadet drill of the schools is view- 
ed with dark suspicion by quite a 
number of ostensibly sane and nom- 
inally intelligent people as tending to 
foster the spirit of militarism in the 
children—whatever that vague and 
pompous phrase may mean. Yet 
when parents encounter heartbreak- 
ing disappointments in the conduct of 
their children, do they ever blame 
themselves for what has happened? 
Does it ever occur to them that if a 
child is taught at school or at thome 
that the one thing he or she must dw 
is to pile up practical knowledge 
which can be converted into dollars, 


We have had the opportunity of 
reading the 4th number of “The 
Listening Post,” a new journal pub- 
lished monthly at Montreal. The 
editorial committee and the directors 
seem all to be colonels or generals, 
but we cannot honestly state that we 
enjoy reading it as well as we used 
to enjoy the original Listening Post 
published by the rank and file in 
France. The leader writers in the 
new magazine do not, in our opinion, 
understand or appreciate the point 
of view and the troubles of the 
rankers, They do, however, agree 
without qualification with their strong 
imperialistic editorials.

The trench silo hag been tried aha 
found successful for Manitoba conidi- |. 
tions on tHe Brandon Experimental 
Farm. The. silo was ‘made and filled 
in the autumn of 1922, A description 
of it appears in the report of the 
Superintendent for last year. A suit- 
able location from the standpoint of 
convenience, drainage and shelter 
from driftIng.gnow was selected. .The 
excavation was made on a southern 
side of a gently sloping hill iconveni- 
ent-to the open steenfeeding « pens’ 
and sheltered to some extent “by. 
native oak trees. The trench was 
dug’ thirty feet long, twelve feet 
wide, and eight feet déep. The walls 
along both sides and at one end of 
the silo were’ kept penpendicular, 
while the other end was made to 
slope to the ground Jevel in order to 
make’ easier the drawing out of silage 
during the winter. The silo ‘was 
filled in the usual -way with an en- 
silage cutten, and the silage thorough- 
ly tramped in by the men who were 
spreading, and by a horse which was 
ridden over and over the loose _ sur- 
face during the operation of filling. 
The silo was found, when filled in 
this manner, to accommodate forty- 
five tons of corn silage. The silo 
was covered with a thick layer of 
wet straw and weighted down in the 
centre by two land packers. A small 
sleigh with a box large enough to 
hold about six hundred pounds of 
silage was used to draw the silage to 
the steers being fed in the open feed- 
lot. During the early part of Decem- 
ber the weather was unusually 
severe, the temperature going as low 
as thirty degrees below zero. At 
this temperature. the silage did not 
freeze to any appreciable extent with 
the open end of the silo exposed. <A 
thick layer of straw was aftenwards 
left on the exposed end to protect 
the silage to some ertent from the 
cold, and the silage when removed 
was found to be in excellent condi- 
tion.

{Casson from ‘London to the Wall 
Street Journal: © Mr.‘:Casson, who is 
in touch with London business opin- 
ion, observes that this debt “is a much 
‘more staggering ‘burden than any 
Englishman will admit"—

A Staggering Load 

It fs a grand total of $11,000,000, 
000, for which no value has been re- 
ceived by Great Britain, except satis- 
faction of having been loyal to her 
allies and of having ‘broken the power 
of the German. empire. 

The yearly payment of $150,000,000 
is more than half the total amount 
spent in Great Britain on education. 

It {8 one-thind as much as the war 
pensions. It is twice the cost of all 
the foreign. and colonial services. It 
igs three times the cost of all the 
a and police in the British 
Isles. 


It is a staggering load, even’to these 


strong British shoulders: and it 
comes at a time when $5,000,000 a 
week is being spent on doles for the 
unemployed. 

On the whole, thinks Mr. Casson, 
“the British opinion about the debt 
agreement is partly one of pride and 
partly one of disappointment. The 
average Britisher is proud that he did 
not whine for a moratorium or try to 
pay in a debased currency.” One 
thing that is regretted is not so mu.h 
a matter of borrowing as of lendinz. 
For the British people now, we ar2 
told, realize that here they made °: 
great mistake.” 

They lent too much to their allies. 
Altogether, they lent $7,500,000,000; 
and they know now that the bulk of 
it will never be repaid.
